He stated that ■ PI NY f TONE had invited hlr. to attend this 
rally and that he had consented to do sc ma.inly through 
curiosity. He stal.ed bh.st he also attended a 'h-r otenar.ny", 
which he believed had been sponsore-d by some Coor.unist front 
organization, with t:aX ‘’IKEHTONE . de aJvj sorl that PETTY 
SANJ.ERS, a friend of '-AX PINEoTCME, had been possibly 
Chairman, or appeared as one of tlie perform^r.s a'> this 
"hootenanny". 

PICKARD has advised that he believes that riAX 
fINESTONE is pro-Coi.imunist in his political beliefs. He

On ]«!arc!^ 5, 1-95^ » UAVIi) GRorniGLASvS wac Interviewed 
at the City Prison, New York City, by SA iaCRAR.> V. HFiAbSr.Y - 
and the writer in an attempt to develop further Infornatlon 
pertaining to HOSEIIESRCr’ S Greenwich Village apartment. 

GREEN CLASS recalls that JULIUS ROSENBERG mentioned to him 
in n jproximatoly July 19^!-‘^» that he was paying, rent on an 
apartment in the Greenwich Village section of Ne^ York City. 
ROSENEYRG indicated that this apartment was being used for . • 
microfilming, as a "s top-ovei*'' location for o’.>t of town 
espiona.-re contacts and as a meetJ.ng place for e splonage 
contacts. R0SEN.3LRG advised that DAVID’S wife, 

Cnr"*!G.tASS, would probably not like the apartment due to' 
the fact that it was a walk-up apartment located on the 
sixth and top floor of the building. It is noted that at 
that time the GREEN GLASSES were contemplating the renting 
of an apartment.

He stated that during the Christinas Holiday period 
of l?It.9 . he went to see JULIUS R0SSHB2RG, his brother^n-law, 
at the Pitt tlaohine Products Company, 3^7 Sast Slouston 
Street, New York City, for the purpose ui' discussing his 
status In this business. DAVID GR2EMGL.^SS explaj.ned that 
ho hud ft stock certll'icate for 25 the lOD eu*'standlng 
shares In this business and desired to soil h.ls shares to . 
R03SUBERG. On this occasion, ROSENBERG explained to 
GRJCNGLASS in the office of the Pitt i:achino Products 
Company during a preliminary discussion pertaining to the 
business, that he was attempting to borrow 95i^OO. from a 
cousin In order to buy DAVID SHEIN’S 25 sharer in this 
business. He told GREENGLASS that GREEUGLASG should sign 
over his stock shares to him. ROSENBERG stated ti>ot he 
did not want to alarm DAVID but that “you wll.;. have to 
begin thinking about going away to Paris" and that GREEilGLASS 
was "hot". • 


GREENGLASS stated that his interest mounted ainJ he_ 
became quite excited. ROSENBERG Invited him to have a cup 
of coffee with him at the corner lunchuonotte, which 
GREENGLASS explained was located at Houston Street and 
Avenue C. Ahilo sitting in a booth in the luncheonette, 
ROSENBERG explained that GREENGLASS and his wij'e should 
obtain United Stator passports and visas t'runt'r by 

applying at the Department of State and at the French 
Consulate, both in Hov/ York City, GPlEEMGLASS was advised 
to state as his purpose, that he owned property in France 
and that he desired to dispose of it. This trip was to be 
accomplished via ship travelling from the Fort of New York 
to. a French port. Ho was told that money would ho provided 
for the trip and that In Paris he W'^uld miko co’il.iet with 
sbmc^onc else in their "espionage ivlng". 

Gn?]EKGLAS5 advised that he quest toned ROSEWBiYRG , 
as to why lie was to leave the United States o’ld JULIUS ex- 
plained that "somett.’lng is happening whlctj will cauae you- 
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to leave tho Ignited States”. RCS^'lR3NCr rlntod that he would 
have to rot rid of the other apartment. OAVID said he asked 
JULIUS, ”t>o you mean the Twelfth Street (an.1 \venuc- B) 
apartment?” ROSENBERG Indicated to DAVID that he had already 
^'dis po‘3Qd~of the -Twelfth Stree t apar-tment . ^ 

It is noted that CARY PICKARD has advised SA 
RICJiARD T. IIRADSl'.Y and the writer dur’iiG hir; irterviewa in 
Ngv/ York City in June 15'51> that LAX PIKESTOIR.' stated during 
the Christman Holiday poriod. 19^i-S’> that he hud received - 
Information from the "ov/ners" of Apartment 6l at 65 liorton 
Street, New Yorl? CJ ty to the effect that thlc apartment 
would have to be vacated, however, there was iw immodiutv 
urgency. 

ROSENEJRG indicated to DAVID GKEENGIASS that he 
did not have to worry, that he should sign his stock cer- 
tificate for ?5 shares, have it notarized and then bring it 
to him. DAVID advised that he put him ofJ' by stating that ■ 
it was In his safe deposit box. DAVID GREYilGLASS stated 
that he left ROSENBERG having agreed to the above request. 

He tcld his wife on]y about tho stock certificate part of 
his dlscuaslon with ROSENBERG, did not thei: toll her 
that they would have to leave tho country. She; agreed that 
he oljould sign the certificate, have it notarized, and v;nlt 
until JULIUS ROSEi.l BERG paid them for their 25 shares before ■ 
giving up the stock certificate.

Ho stated that ohortly after the- firs I of January 
195'^» No signed the stock cortilMcate and had ills druggist 
Lr. BENJAiMN P. GEU;AN notarize tho cGrtlf.l cate . 
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On July 2, 1951» Assistant United States Attorney 
JOHN 11, POLEY, Southern District of Wow York, rjllowed the 
writer to review GlffiEMGLASS* stock certificate v/hich was 
entered as Defense Exhibit C-1 In the ROSEHBEhG ct al 
■espionage;" tri-a-l, -Untted States- iJtstrlct-Court., Southern 
District of New York on March 22, 1951 • the ccrtlflcu.to

aro being retained as exhibits in instant investigation. 

DAVID GRSENGLASS states that a spec.! al agent o.f 
the FBI (LA./RSNCE SPILLAIUE) called him at his home 
{265 Rlvington Street, New York City) during the morning 
of January 27, 1930, at which time be arranged an appoint- 
ment to see GREENGLASS at 2 p m that afternoon. DAVID 
states that after the special agent called, h.o .vent to see 
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ROSENB.^FtG at the Pitt Machine ProdtJcte Conpany. lie advised 
JULIUS of hla call and appointment. ROSEMBERG told him to 
find out what the agent wanted and to got in touch with him 
later and advise him of the T?BI'G Interest. 

GREEI'IGLASS stated that the special agent inter- 
viewed him at his home, 265 Rivington Street, Mew York City, 
at 2 p m as scheduled. He learned that the agent’s inquiry 
was of a routine nature regarding some uranium that had been 
stolen from the Atomic Energy Project at Los Alamos, i^ev; 
Mexico. He stated that he went to work after the Interview 
(Arma Machine Co’nnnny, Brooklyn, New York, 1| to 12 shift). 

He Indlcat'^d that this interview must huva tuten place on a 
Friday (verified through 195^^ calendar), for the following 
day was Saturday and was the Jewish Sabbath. He explained 
that the Pitt Machine Products Company was not open on 
Saturday due to the fact that In part of the Fltt Machine 
Products Company building there Is located a Jewish Synagogue. 
GREENOLASS stated that on Sunday morning, Jatsuary 29, 195*^, 
he again contacted FiOSENBERG at the Pitt Msc iins Products 
Company and advised him of the agent's interest. ROSENBERG 
told him that there was nothing for him to worry about. 

SA LA'.VREliCE V/. SPILLATNE advised the writer on 
July 2, 1951 that he contacted MVID GRSEHGLASS at 265 
Rivington Street, Mew York City as alleged at 2 p m on 
January 27, 1990, after having telephoned Jiim that morning ..J. 
to arrange an appointment. SA LA'OEIICE 1 . SPILLAINE ex- 
plained that this Interview was concluded after ar-proximately 
45 to 60 minutes duration. 

DAVID GKEEKGLASS further advised tVmt after the 
arrest of Dr. KLAUS FUCHS (February I 4 ., I 95 O) in England, 

JULIUS ROSENBERG immediately came to his home. DAVID 
stated that he and JULIUS took a walk at v/hlelj time 
ROSENBERG told DAVID, "This guy FVichs is the man who was 
contacted in this country by 'Dave' (HARRY GOLD) and now 
you will have to leave”. JULIUS further advised that FUCHS 
had been contacted by the British Police prior to GREEKGLASS' 
contact with ROSENBERG during the Chris bttiun Holidays of 19^9 
-and that he (FUCKS) Is the reason why DAVID will have to 
leave the United States. DAVID sug;;ested that JULIUS get 
hold of ’’DAVE” (GOLD) and have him lay low for a while. 
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JULIUS nOSEMBSRG countered by explaining that ETHEL (hlfi 
wife) had said the aarne thing. ROSEKES'JO also advised that 
this time the ''Russians -tried to work, six months ahead of 
the FBI". ROSENBERG explained that v\iien one man such as

FBI will be contactlrg in six months .and get to that man 
first. In this case JULIUS ROSENBERG thought that "DAVE"

LITTLEJOHN. He advised that he had been a porter at 65 
Norton Street, New York City, since September 19i45» 

WILEY was questioned concerning his knowledge of 
incidents or individuals in connection wl.th Apartment 6 l . ' 
at that address and he stated that the only thing he recalled 
is that he cleaned this apartment after it was vacated in 
January 1950* Ho said that he found an old brovfn felt hat,' 
a glass dish or vase similar to a fruit bowl of opaque, white 
glass in the apartment, and that in the closet in the living 
room of the apartment he found what appeared to be a drawing 
boai'd. IVILEY stated that he could not describe the drawing 
board at that time and tliat he bad noticed nothing else that 
he could now describe. 

A number of photographs were displayed to WILE'e 
and he said that he recognized the photographs of ALFRED 
SAR/iMT as an individual whom he did not know personally but 
whom he had met in the apartment liouse on the stairs or in 
the halls. He said that be could not recall when he last 
sav/ SARANT but that it had not been for some time, probably 
not within the last four years. 

IVILEY also stated that, he rocognlr.od a photograph 
of JULIUS RO-l'ENBloRG as an indlvidu.al he had mot .In the" 
/apartment house. He said that he did not know ROSENBERG, 
but that that he has seen him within the la.st: t-.wo years.

On March 23,.l951» Confidential Infornart T-1, 
mentioned previously, advised that JULIUS 10.S3]'E"R1 
’'mentioned an apartment rented by a student eateneibly used 
for studying on Torton Street, v/here he (ROSFNDTcC ) , JOEL 
EAuR and 'Bill’ used to meet in secret and discuar their 
pD.ans . Rent for tills apartment was ^ 35 . p' r month". 

On July 10, 1551 this ini'oriisant ■■.dvlsed further 
tiiat from the Int'ormatlon furnished to the informant by 
R0SSMB.3HG, the student mentioned above is a fourth individual 
and that this individual ^as not aware of tiie nature of 
these meetings. 

Tills apartment was ostensibly rented for a 
student to hove a place to study, however, tVie real reason, 
according to HOSENBERG, was to have a placo for meetings, 
ihe informant stated that LOGENBERG did not further Identify 
"BILL", however, from information that tho infon.iant had 
received from ROSENBERG', tho Informant believes liiat "BILL" 
is identical with JILLIAL PERL. ROSENBERG further indicated 
that l:e had typed on various occasions foi* mcLny iKurs in tne 
Morton Street apartment. iiOSENBERG stated that irj order to 
allevinte soma of the noise created in typing, he placed 
rubber caps under tho typewriter table legs an-J ' '.vc-uld let the 
water run in tho bathroom. 

It Is to be no tod tiiat DAIVD GmENGIAS'; in inte r- 
view on July 2, 1951* stated that ROSENBEIvl bad .confided that 
he had an apartment which he would often go to during the 
late overling liours and perfonr. typing. ROSENBERG stated 
that at this apartment he would alleviate noise by cutting 
a rubberized cushion or some type of rubber cap under the 
typewriter and would turn on the water In tlio bathroom. 

Tlie informant stated that nO'^EEBERG paid the 
rent on this apartment and that the ariount cf !i533 • in all 
probability*^ was the total o:^endlture for tliis apartment, 
which included not only rent but u till tier as well.

In answer to quostions, PINESTONE did stato 
that ho was not currently employed; tliat ho. Iiad been 
working on a marlcct research projoot, but hr. declined to' 
advise as to the nature of this project or the identity 
of his omp.loycr. 
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At the tino the agonta t^cro conducting tho 
intorvievj, thoy observed that PIllESTOlIE 'S apr.rtiYiont, 
vjhich is located on tho third floor, front, consisted 

of- a— living room,- tv;p -be drooras,— o-kitchen-and bt-tiiroom* 

SA LITTLG JOHII obaervod In the bathroom a telephone, on 
tho edge of the bathtub, v;hich lu’-d no identifying 
mmiber* Agents ROYAL and LITTIEJOIIH observed that 
there i;aa a necond telephone In the living room which 
boro telephone number GRomorcy 5-2146# Iho apai'tnont 
was very nicely decorated. 

It is noted that Mr, and Mrs, EUf/M have 
descri.bed, among tho articles of furniture thoy observed 
being moved from SARAOT’S apartment, two old kitchen 
chairs and a v/hlto metal top kitchen table, SARAICT, in 
interview, has advised that he had a Hollywood type 
double bod in Apartment 6-1 at 65 Iiorton Street, During 
tho above contact with MAXV/ELL PIlffiSTOKE , S.'. LITTLE JOHR 
and the writer obaorvod that tho kitchen of ri.iRCSTOI®*S 
apartment contained two kitchen tables, one of which v/as 
a white rectangular metal top kitchen table, and that 
the bodrcom directly off of the living room of FIIJESTOITE 'S 
apartment contained a double Holl:>nJood typo bod. 

On August 22, 1950, SA JERMAII C. LITTLEJOHN

LITTLEJOHN and the writer attempted to interviovj 
M/lXVJELL FIlll’.STOirE at his residence, 4l8 East 9th Street, 
New York City, JAMES ViEIHSTEIN was present in the 
apartment* Ho Idontificd himself by producing an 
idontiflcation card of the United States Naval Roserve 
wliich reflected that ho had Navy serial number 910-69-31 
rank, ETM Second Class, USNR; active duty, January 10, 
191;5 to July 23, 19ii.6* 

Ho also produced a Now York registration 
dated January 19, 1950, for a 19lt9 Buick convertible, 
serial number 35160786, motor numbor 53837655* This 
automobile had Now York license tag number C 14707. 

WEINSTEIN produced New York Operator's 
Liconso number I283170 dated October )|, I9I4.8, vrhich 
reflected that he resided as of that time at 211 Central 
Park VJost, IJev; York City* He was described on this 
license as 'laving been born on July 17, 1926, i/hito, 
male, 145 pounds, 6 feet, broim eyes, brown hair, and 
wears glasses* 


On August 22, 1950, SA HERMuMl C. LITTLEJOHN 
tolcphonically contactod VJEINSTEIH at his residence, 
at which time he advised he had formerly been a student 
at Columbia Lav; School, and that he has dropped out. 

Ho stated that ho is now unemployed* Ho iJidicatcd at 
tills time that he would like to furnish infciTn-tion 
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pcrtninlng to any natter which the Bureau nifjht wlnh to 
diacuss and that ho would call SA LITTLEJOHli on 
AUiWat ?3 » 195jO, as to an appoltitmcnt for an interview* 

On AUGUat ■29>~195.0, "J.iMES ’VEIKSTEIIT was - 

tolcphonically contacted by the writer, at v/lxich timo 
he stated that ho would appear at the llov; York Office 
for an intorviov: at 1:30 p«m* on August 30, 193 
August 30, 1950, at approximately 1:00 p.n* he tolo- 
phonically contacted the writer, at wMch ti-no ho 
advised ho did not wish to appear at the Nev; York Office 
for an intcrvicH and further, ho did not wish to furnish 
any information pertaining to any matter to agents of 
the Federal Bureau of Investigation* 

JAIES VEINSTEIN, according to information 
furnished to the writer by Assistant United States 
Attorney JOHN H. FOLEY, testified before the Federal 
Grand Jury, Soutliorn District of llcv7 York, on April 17, 
Juno 18 and 19, 19h'l. - 

On February kt 1950, Confidc’itial Informant 
T-11, of laiown reliability, furnished a slip of paper 
on which v/as ;>rrittcn: ’’JAMES VJEIHSTEIK; From « Cornell; 
To - Columbia University Law School; N)'.” This informant 
advised that this above Information in believed to 
emanate from District 43$ ConDnunint Paity, nSA Bead- 
quarters, 250 South Broad Stroot, Philadelphia, 
Pennsylvania* 
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V. INTERVIEW WITH DR. WELDON DRUCE DAYTON 

Dr. WELDON BRUCE DAYTON was Intervlev/ed on June 
18 th to 20th, 1951, by SA RICHARD T. HRADSKi: and tho 
writer and a gain on Jun e 21 , 1951, by the writer. For the 
most part, these interviews took pla“ce~in~Roora"l[,25^ U,~S^ 
Court House Building, Foley Square, Hew York. 

On June lO, 1951, Dr, DAYTON was shown the most . 
recent photographs of WILLIAI>I PERL and again, as before, 
he denied having known this individual. He states that 
he had never accompanied this individual to 65 Morton 
Street, in tho Greenwich Village section of Nov; York 
City, as alleged by GARY PICKARD and Mi*, and Mrs, FLOYD 
ELliTYN, JR, In this connection he stated that he never 
recalled having met GARY PICKARD; further ho does not 
recall ever having met MAX FINESTONE in Now York City, 

Concerning Dr, DAYTON *3 talk with MAX FINESTONE 
in the Grand Jury VJalting Room on April 17, 195l, the 
following Information was offered by DAYTON! 

He stated that he told MAX FINESTONE about the 
ELWYNS* Identification of him as one of the individuals 
who participated in the moving of furniture during the 
latter part of January, 1950, from 65 Morton Street, 

He stated that FINESTONE did not comment on this. 

However, he did state "that one day, ho (FINESTONE) was 
.in the Village and found himself on Morton Street, and 
did he leave in a hurry", 

FINESTONE further advised DAYTON that he had 
chosen to use his Constitutional privilege in not 
answering certain questions which were asked him during 
the Grand Jury proceedings, and DAYTON stated that he 
told FINESTONE that ho, himself, had not used his 
Constitutional privilege and was attempting to answer 
the questions asked him before tho Grand Jui^y# 

DAYTON further advised that on April 17, 195l# 
he and MAX FINESTONE had lunch together in Chinatown, New 
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York, During this lunch thoy generally discus cod this 
whole matter. However, he stated that FINESTONE would 
not commit himself as to what actually took place on the 
alleged date which PERL, FINESTONE, himself, and a fourth 
Individual, v/ho has subsequently boen Idontlfiod to bo 

GARY" PICKARD', moved furnlture-from-ALFRED-SARANT'.S 

apartment which was located at 65 Morton Struct, New York 
City, He stated that FINESTONE was very friendly toward 
him and had invited him to como to his apartment that 
evening for further conversation. DAYTON stated that ho 
courteously refused FINESTONE* S invitation «)id departed 
from him. 


On Juno 19, 1951, Dr, DAYTON nccompinicd SA 
HRADSKY and the writer to the 65 Morton Street, New York 
City, apartment building in an attempt to further 
refresh his memory as to his having appeared there on or 
about January 29, 1950, with V/ILLIAM PERL, After having 
thoroughly viewed the immediate surroundings of tho 65 
Morton Street building and the interior of tho Morton 
Street building, including tho basemont and tho sixth 
floor, ho again stated that ho had never been to this 
address at any time during his life. 

On June 20, 1951, Dr, DAYTON was again 
intorvlowod about his alleged appoaranco at the 65 Morton 
Street apartment building on or about January 29, 1950, 
with WILLIAM PERL. Ho stated that ho fully rcallzod 
that tho Government had sovoral witnesses who could 
testify as to his having boon there on the alleged dato - 
with PERL; however, ho again stated that ho was not 
present, DAYTON stated that he could fully andorstand 
the Gov6rnnent*s position In this espionage investigation 
and he knows that his having refused to cooperate with 
the FBI in the location of his wlfo CAROL Immodlately 
after hor flight with ALFRED SARANT to Mexico, coupled 
with his refusal to sign a waiver of soarch which would 
allow tho FBI to search his Ithaca, Now York, rosldenco 
at tho tlrao of hla initial intorvlew on August 2, 1950, 
would logically indicate that ho was in some v;ay 
involved in this espionage investigation.

Dr* DAYTON stated that this was not true, 
and tho reason for his refusal to assist the FBI in 
the location of his wife was duo to his fear that whon 
and if his wife was located and returned to tho U, S. 

^that- sho would _ca3,t an_accualng_flngor_at him and J^t^t _ 

this would cause him to possibly be unable to effect a 
marital roconclliatlon. Ho explained that his refusal 
to sign a waiver of search during his initial interview 
by agonts of tho FBI on August 2, 1950, was based on his 
firm belief that this was a mattor of choice and ho chose 
not to allow tho search on general principles* 

DAYTON was questioned on this date as to 
whether ho had talked to either PINBSTONE or PERL about 
tho allegation that ho was present at tho Morton Street 
apartment building on or about January 29, 1950. Ho 
stated that ho had not boon in contact with WILLIAM PERL 
or MAXWELL FINESTONE. Ho added that ho did not discuss 
his boing present on tho alleged date with ITNESTONE on 
the occasion of their having lunch together on April 17, 
1951* subsequent to both of their Grand Jury appearances 
that date. Inasmuch as it soomed ridiculous to him to 
discuss with FINESTONE something that was alleged to 
have happened whon he was not present. 

He stated that ho would consider contacting 
WILLIAM PERL and MAXWELL FINESTONE and in tho event he 
effected this contact discussion would be had pertaining 
to this allegation. 

On June 21, 1951, Dr, DAYTON advised that he 
had talked with his attorney, Mr, SAMUEL SILVERMAN, 
subsequent to his interview on Juno 20, 1951. Hn ndvisod 
that his attorney advlsod against seeing WILLI;iM PERL; 
however, ho consented to his contacting MAXVJELL FINESTONE 

Ho statod, further, that ho had dinner last 
evening with LOUISE SARANT in on Italian restaurant In 
Greenwich Village, Theroaftor they spent wandering 
around in mid Now York prior to hor departure by train 
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at 12iIU|. a,m, for Old Westbury, Long Island, where aho 
was staying with her ala tor-in-law, Mrs, ELECTRA SARANT 
JAYSON, DAYTON advised that during last evening ho 
discussed with LOUISE SARANT the plausiblenoss of her 
accompanying him to see MAXVffiLL FINESTONE. She advised 

— him-tha t-her-attorneyj— Mrs^BELLA- Si— ABZUG-,- would-no t 

allow her to have any contact with FINESTONE, 

DAYTON stated that prior to this interview on 
June 21, 195lj he attempted to tclophonically contact 
FINESTONE at JOHN A. LEARYIS, 546 Wost Broadway, Now 
York City, residence, DAYTON stated that ho spoke with 
LEARY and was adviced that FINESTONE had been in tho 
hospital several days previously, however, he did not 
know whore FINESTONE could bo located. 

Dr, WELDON BRUCE DAYTON testified before tho 
Federal Grand Jury, Southern District of Nov; York, 
according to information furnished by Assistant United 
States Attorney JOHN M, FOLEY, on April 17# 1951# and on 
Juno 18 th and 19th, 1951* 

It should bo noted that Dr, DAYTON, from 1946 
until tho latter part of September, 1950, was a graduate 
student and had a part-time research fellowship In the 
Physics Department of Cornell University, DAYTON 
began employment in the latter part of September or 
early October, 1950, at the Massachusetts Institute of 
Tochnolot^ as a Rosoarch Staff member. Ho has advised 
that he is, by profession, an Experimental Physicist and 
has specialized in Nuclear Energy,

Number 36, AOC Division, at Fort Rlluy, Kans", .s, 

Sho stated slio recalls tho Incidont at tho 
780 GroonvJich Avonuo apnrtmunt at which ILAL Flj^ESTONE, 
GATTY, LYLE, PICKARD, raid possibly othora, -ind hors elf 
wore prosont. She stated that it wa;s during the tlmo

On May 29, 1951, I4rs. RICHARD i/KiilYl, of 
Bedford Hills, Now York, was intorviowod at hor 
rosidonco by Sa EDWARD J, CAHILL and tho writer. During 
tho oarly stage of this intorviow hor husband, RICHaRD 
\;ENDT, a graduate of Princton University and curr*>ntly 
Prosldont of tho Morritt Printing Company of lit, Kisco^ 
New York, was present, 

Mrs, RICHARD WENDT stated that She was the 
former wife of GARY PICKARD and that hor maiden name 
was Miss ANN SHELDON F.vRLEY. 

Mrs, V/ENDT recalls that in October, I 9 I 4 . 9 , 
subsequent to her separation from G/vRY I'lCK/iRD, she 
talked to PICKARD concerning his moving into Now York 
City from his parent* s home in Ploasantvillo, Now York, 
PICIwyiD stated that ho was going to go to night school 
and would bo working for tho Psychological Corporation, 
Ho mentioned that ho would possibly move into an 
apartment. in the Greenwich Village aroa of Now York 
City with M/iX PINESTONE, whom sho had met in Ithaca, 

Now York, in approxlmatoly 1945, Sho related that at 
one time sho and hor former husband had lived next 
door to M/JC PINESTONE* S parents and that often 
PINESTONE would ride to school with hor huabr.nd. 

Concerning PICKftRD'S rosidoncG vjlth PINESTONE 
in tho Groonwlch Village aroa in New York City, sho 
stated that it was hor belief that this was to bo on a 
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gratia basis* Sho rocalls that in Novombar, 19k9t 
GkW£ PICKiiRD borrowed hor automobilo to novo his 
personal effects front Pleaaantvillo, Hew York, to 
Now York City, 

She rocalls that possibly the next tine aho 
saw GARY PICKARD was on or about Christmas Day, 1949, 
at which tino ho brought a Christmas gift for their 
daughter DEBOR/J!, Sho rocalls that at that timo hor 
husband informed hor that ho had a Clirlstmas Job with 
ono of the Now York department s tores soiling clothing 
in tho Mon* 3 Dopartnont, Ho was also doing survey 
work by telephone for tho Psychological Corporation, or 
some similar rosoarch organization, PICKARD told hor 
that ho had como from New York and was spending a day 
or 30 with hi 3 family, 

Mrs, V/ENDT advlaod that possibly on Christmas 
Day, 1949, or on come other oocaoion, GARY FICK/J{D, 
in conversation, advised that *'ho had board and gotton 
Intorostod in a lot of new people and idoao". In 
comraonting on this sho stated that it v/as her 
recolloction that ho was spooking about a ‘'liberal” 
olomont and political philosophy that ho was being 
exposed to through his contact with PlifESTORE, . 

Sho advisod that sho does not apocifically 
recall having over boon furnishod the. 65 Morton Street 
address or the 4l9 East Ninth Stroot addroiis for hor 
former husbond, Howevor, sho does believe th')l ho 
may have mentioned that ho lived on Morton Street in 
the Greenwich Village area of NeW York City with HAT 
FINESTONE, 

Mrs, V/ENDT advinod. that It was her lm}jrossion 
that after PICKARD had moved from the Grnonv;ic]i Village 
apartment, ho stayed for approximately two days with ono 
JOHN MOORE. JOHN MOORE was away at ths tine and 
possibly loaned him tho use of tho apartment, Hho stated 
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that MOORE llvod In the neighborhood of Lexington 
Avenue and Iji^th Street, According to Mrs, V/ENDT, MOORE 
was alleged to have had a maid. 

It is to be noted that during the interviews 
with GARY PICKARD in New York City, he was questioned 
pertaining to having had use of an apartment of one JOHN 
MOORE during the interval between his having resided at 
the Morton Street apartment and the Ninth Street 
apartment, PICKARD stated that ho llv';d somewhere for 
approximately two days. However, the nnmo JOHN MOORE 
is not familiar to him, 

Mrs, WENDT further advised that her former . 
husband had been a ski trooper in the United States Army 
during World War II, Ho was wounded and is currently 
receiving disability benefits from the Veterans Adminis- 
tration, She recalls that either during the Fall of 1949 
or the Spring of 1950# PICKARD attended the evening 
school at Columbia University under Public Law 16, She 
stated that up until the time of their divorce, which 
bneomo final in October, 1950, she received ^^lOO monthly 
support from her husband, 

Mrs, WENDT stated that her former husband, 

GARY PICKARD, had never been, to her knowledge, a momber 
of the Communist Party or any of its front organizations. 
She states that he had formerly boon a momber in 1947 of 
the National Association for the Advancement of Colorod 
People, In commenting on MAX FINE3T0NE, she stated that 
ho had indicated to her that ho was interostod in tho 
American Youth for Democracy in 194^# the Americans for 
Democratic Action In 1947 and 1948# that possibly he was 
affiliated with the Young Progressives of America and/or 
Young Progressives, She definitely recalls that ho was a 
member of the NAACP during the Pall of 1947. At such 
time she was membership chairman of this group at Cornell 
Unlvorsity, 

It is noted that the American Youth for Demo- 
cracy has been cited as on organization coming within tho

“The Cleveland Press'* a metropolitan daily lEwspaper, in its 
issue of July 20, 19li3, contained an advertisement ofism.ng a 19I1I 
Studebaker Champion for sale and instructing prospectise purchasers to 
call Randolph 0652. It was determined through Confidetial Informant T-1, 
of kncTivn reliability, that this number was listed to aa individual named 
PRICE at 1133i; Knowlton Avenue, Cleveland, Ohio. 

STANLSf^^ICE, who now resides at 5601 Fraiaiin Boulevard, 

Cleveland, Ohio, -was interviewed by SA. F. JOHxi li. EEAISE and advised he 
had placed the aforementioned advertisement. Ke also stated he recalled 
a tall, lanky man with black hair as a prospective pursiiaser of his I9II 
Studebaker in July, 19b8, PRICE recalled this person iad a companion who 
remained in a 1936 Ford tudor sedan in v:hich both had arrived at his ?:nowlton 
Street address. PRICE advised that the man who remaiisd in the Ford wore 
glasses but was unable to further identify him. From a group of photographs 
PRICE selected one cf PERL as the tall man but was un^e to effect an 
identification of SIDOROVICH* s photograph. 

^ PRICE was given an opportunity to view V»III2 a 1! PERL and KCICl^EL 

^ipffipviCH_pn separate occasions and after so doing finished the following ^ 
si^e’d statement, which is being retained in the exhibit envelope of 
65-2730; 


“Cleveland, Ohio 
September 15, 1950 

“I, Stanley E. Price, make the following vdirintary state- 
ment to John B. O'Donoghue and F. John H. Beattie, who have identified 
themselves to me as Special Agents of the Federal Burea of Investigation. 

No threats or promises have been made to induce me to rake this statement. 

“I reside at 5601 Fi-anklin Avenue, Clevelaac, Ohio, and in 
I9I48 I resided at 11331 Knowlton Ave., Cleveland. I lecall that some- 
time around the middle of July, I9I48, I placed an ad ia the ‘Cleveland 
Press’ for the pvirpcse of selling my 1911 Champion St^febaker club coupe. 

I had a number of telephone responses to this ad, but cnly three persons 
came to see the car, one of whom was the woman who bo;^t the car. On • 
one day during which the ad ran, tv7o men came together to see the Studebaker.

"As I recall, they cane to 11331: Knowlton in the morning, at which time my 
car was parked exactly in front of my house, with the left side to the curb, 

-headed-west . — The^tv. o_nen^drove_up .in. an. old_model, .tudor„ sedan,._and_ . .. 

parked on the same side of the street, approximately twenty-five feet free 
my car, headed east. 

"One of the two men, a tall man, came to the house and requested 
to see the car. I v;ent out with him, and v/e inspected the car together for 
about ten minutes. He did not drive the car. V/e lifted up the hood and 
looked at the engine, and the tall man said that he knsv: motors inside and 
out and that I couldn’t tell him ani'thing about them. He also’ said that I 
wanted too much for the car. 

"’i.Tnilc I was talking with the tall man, I noticed another man 
sitting in the front passenger seat of the car driven hy the tall man. 

V/hen the tall man cut off the negotiations, I began to look closely at 
the man in the car, and I noticed that he was slouched down, I also 
noticed his features and that he wore glasses and v/hat appeared to be a 
sriveat shirt, At no time did he get out of the car. 

"On September 6, 1950, I observed the tall man referred to above 
passing through the reception room of the Federal Bureau of Investigation, 
Cleveland. I was told by Special Agent Beattie that this man is William 
Perl. 


"On the afternoon of September ll^, 1950, I entered the Pontious 
restaurant, E. 86th & Carnegie Ave., and there I saw the man who sat in the 
car while I was showing my Studebaker to the man identified as William 
Perl. On the morning of September l5, 1950, I again saw the man who sat 
in the car. At this time I was tour^g the offices of the Gas liachinery 
Co., 16200 T/aterlon Road, and I observed him viorking at a draftsman’s 
board. 


"I have been told by Special Agent Beattie that the man I 
observed at the Pontious restaurant and at the Gas Machinery Co, is Michael 
Sidorovich. 


"I have read the above statements consisting of this and three 
other pages and find it to be true and correct.

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PRICE has advised he particularly recalls toLs incident since 
PERL was the first person to actually inspect his autcnobile, was egotistioal 

an d arro gant in manner a nd balk ed at t he price_request &f__C'350.00_.for_Jus_ 

auto. He also rereerrbered that this occurred on the daj he actually sold 
his automobile to a woman. 


The records of the Auto Title Department, derk of Court, 
Cuyahoga County, reflect a I9I1I Studebaker, Motor iiumhEr 170035, was as- 
signed from STANLEY E. PRICE to one EDIT-^^HRICKE, 3255 Best liSth Street, 
on July 21, I9I48. According to the 19lj8 calendar this ras a V^ednesday. 

It v/ill be recalled that MICK^ SIDOHOVICK iiled for a 
Certificate of Title on the I9I4I Studebaker he’purchasad from ROSiPlT E. 
PFLEGER on this same day. PFLEGER has advised he accccpanied SIDOROVICH 
to the Auto Title Department for this purpose and recalled the time of day 
to be about li:00 P.M. 


PRICE, as is stated previously, advised that PERL and SIDOROVICH 
came to his home at 1133h iiiov/lton Avenue in a 1936 tuccor Ford. There has 
been no indication that either PERL or SIDOROVICH then had a 1936 Ford. 
However, PERL has advised he had the use of a 1935 Flytcath coupe which was 
the property of Dr. JOSEP}iIji^’*'DE^<AJeiAN, sister of Dr. THEODORE 'VOiiJC^jyiAN, 
Chairman of the United States Air Force Scientific Advisory Board and a 
former member of the Aerodynamics Committee of i'iACA. iSL served as 
technical assistant to VON KARLiAK while studying for his Ph.D. at Columbia 
University during 19li6-19li8, ELack and white and colored photographs of 
DE KARilAN's automobile were exhibited to PRICE and he 2as declared this 
was not the autranobile used by PERL and SIDOROVICH. 


The leave records of the Lewis Flight Propulsion Lab, NACA, were 
reviewed by SA iilLTON P. lIAl'iDT and there was no notatiaai of leave for 
■ETILLIAi; PERL on July 21, 19ii8. At the reque; t of the writer this was re- 
checked by V.uLLIAli G. GIBBONS, Personnel LSaneger, NACA, on September I8, 
1950, with the same results. 

GIBBONS advised that any absence . rom the EiCA reservation is 
recorded and charged as leave either official or perstcal. 

Captain JA!vIES \7. GIBBS, Security Officer, ISSCA, advised that an 
employee must sign a register when he enters or leaves the iilCA reservation 
and this register is personally handed to each -employee a Security • 
Officer at the reservation entrances and exits. The raster is for.-jarded 
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to the Leave Record Section at the close of business and if the employee && 
not perform a full day's ivork leave is deducted. This register is destroyed 
^ aft er six months. 

During the period July, 1950, and September 8, 1950, PERL was 
under surveillance by agents of this Division. On several occasions he was 
observed to leave the I'inCA Reservation prior to 5t00 P.M., the normal time 
for him to cease duty. In each instance leave was deducted vath the 
exception of July 21, 1950. On this date he v/as observed leaving the 
reservation at approximately I 4 JO 5 P.M. He proceeded directly to downtown 
Cleveland and to the Cleveland Office of the FBI where he requested an 
interview . 


The records of Tuclter Industries, Inc., SIDOROVICK ' s place of 
employment during July, I 9 I 46 , were reviewed by SA. Al'.THOi'Ti S. FERiiihDEZ on 
August 7 and 8 , 1950. It was noted employees worked 8.8 hours per day, 
liondays tlirough Fridays, but on July 21, I 9 I 48 , SIDOROVICH v;as credited v±ih 
only 6.2 hours of work. All time cards have since been destroyed and it is 
not possible to ascertain the exact hours SIDCROVICH worked. 

Tlie following fellow employees of laCPAEL SIDOROVICH at Tucker v 
Industries advised it was common practice, particularly during 'the Summer 
of 19148 , for employees to leave the building without punc^iing out on the 
time clock. It was noted the employees /then realized their work was near 
its end since Tucker Industries had failed to renew the contract for whiah 
most had been employed;

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S;-. DAVID A. VrXBLE intervie'.ved DO^:ALD PETERSOS, 1868 Lanpson 
Road, Cleveland, Ohio, who advised he had first net SIDOROVICH 

in .late Sprin^i. or_fc_arly__Sui!in.er,. 19li5_?t_ He.cker Co.-p_any,,._Cltyeland, 

Ohio. Me was later e.-iployed with SIDOROVICH at Tucker .^iSistries. 

PETERSON stated that ialCHAEX SIDOROVICil alv/CT showed an in- 
terest in optics and lenses and that SIDOROVICH exhibi'^ a very good 
knowledge of the theory of caxeras. PETERSON stated tist it was in 19^7 that 
he first knev/ of or viewed SIDOROVICH 's camera, which ts a Leica equipped 
with an elmar lens. Infcrmaiit stated that this lens wsaf a slow tjTse and 
that, as he recalls, there v;as a loose lens lock on this camera, PETERSON 
could not recall if SIDOROVICH had any enlarging equipiscs at this time 
but did recall that SIDOROVICH later purchased Kodak ending equipment of 
a type which could be folded up in a suitcase or box anf stored av.-ay. 

PETiiRSON stated he believed SIDORO'/ICH paid ^60.00 to 53.00 for this equip- 
ment and gave as his reason for the purchase the smalliss of the partment 
house, as the equipment could be folded into a limited ^nce. PETERSON 
could not recall if SIDOROVICH ever told him any details, of purchase of 
same. . PETERSON stated that SIDOROVICH gave him picture- an several 
occasions to develop but none were of a suspicious natira and dealt with 
document work. PETERSON said that one of these groups if photographs was of 
individuals apparently on a picnic in the Metropolitan 2ark here in Cleveland, 
while the other group of photographs was made up of shcES cf a cottage which 
PETEESON understood to be the one that SIDOROVICH pure teed in New Jersey. 

PETERSON stated that he returned all of the ^eloped films 
to SIDOROVICH and that he would have no photographs, npftter negatives or 
prints, available from these which he developed for SIE2DVICK. PETERSON 
stated that SIDOROVICH rolled his own film but that his equipment for doing 
so was crude. PETERSON recalled that SIDOROVICH purchasi seme surplus 
film which he loaded in cartridges for his Leica camera. 

PETERSON advised that SIDC'ROVICH also purch^si some Army 
surplus binoculars which he identified as being 6 x 30 Unnculars with coated 
lenses, which v;ere purchased from a firm in New York. PERSON stated that 
he believed SIDOROVICH saw the advertisement for these binoculars in the 
American Rifleman Magazine to v/hich SIDOROVICH was a sncscriber. 

PETERSON stated he recalled that SIDOROVICH ^so purchased : 
an autcanatic pistol as well as a shot gun. 
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PETERSON stated that he has taken SIDOROVICH hunting v.lth hia 
on several occasions. Ke stated that in this connection he recalled 
-sorr.ething~that.-?.'as-.al7.-ay.s sor?.er.v hat, suspicious to hi m a nd that was the 
fact that SIDOROVICH never invited him into his house when he, PETERiSOH, 
would conic by in order to pick SIDOROVICH up to take him hunting. He said 
that on some of these occasions he had to sit outside SIDOROVICH 's house 
in cold weather while SIDOROVICH readied himself. He stated that as well as 
he knev/ SIDOROVICH he had never been in SIDOROVICH 's apartment and had 
never met SIDOROVICH 's wife. 

PETEP.S0N advised that although SIDOROVICH appeared to have a 
good knovfledge of the theory of cameras and optics he didn't seem to knrs 
the techniques of developing. PETERSON stated that he recalls that SIDSOVICH 
told him that he had gotten his Leica camera fnrough a refugee. FETEPSC3 
said that he recalls that SIDOROVICH had mentioned that a refugee was 
associated with his, SIDOROVICH* s, acquiring the camera. 

Concerning automobiles, PETERSON advised that he himself was a 
mechanic and was considered to be an authority on automobiles by fellow 
7;orkers. He stated that he had had some conversations with SIDOROVICH 
concerning automobiles and that SIDOROVICH rode to and from work frequently 
with PtiTEP.SOI'1 prior to SIDOROVICH' s purchasing a car. 

PETERSON stated that in the Summer of I9U8 he was driving a 
7/illys Coupe and SIDOROVICH exhibited interest in purchasing that part i cgls r 
car from PETERSON. PETERSON then acquired a 19h7 Studebaker in June or Jdly 
of I9J43. PETERSON stated that he could tell from the conversations Tdii 
SIDOROVICH that SIDOROVICH knew very little about cars and was not 
mechanically inclined. PETERSON stated that he recalled when SIDOROVIG 
purchased his car that SIDOROVICH stated he saw the car advertised in the 
nev/spaper and was impressed bi' the low price. From SIDOROVICH 's remarks, 
PETERSON stated he has the impression nov/ that SIDOROVICH was alone whan he 
went to look at the car. Hov/ever, PETERSON stated that this seems strarge 
to him inasmuch as SIDOROVICH was close with his money and also knew so 
little about cars. PETERSON stated that it would seem very strange to tia 
that SIDOROVICH would go by himself to look at a car v/hich cost a con sider able 
amount of money. PETERSON stated that he docs not recall SIDOROVICH latiing 
at another car and that SIDOROVICH never asked PETERSON to borrow his 
(PETERSON 's) car on any occasion. PETERSON was unable to provide the xssss 
of any employees at Tucker Industries who might have driven 1935 to 1933 
Fords in the Summer of 19bB. ; 
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PEIIPlSOIv did say, hov;ever, that in the Sunnier 19i48 it was 
generally kno'.vn by the enployees of Tucker Industries thsS'.that company 
was soon going out of business and that because of this ife control of the 
— employees- was-very-loose-and.^that-they—frequently^lef t - -tfca-ljuilding-v/ith-- _ 
out punching in or out on the time clock. PETEPwSO!,’ stateihe recalls that 
SIDQROVICH was away from his drafting board a great deal af the time and, 
as he recalls, SIDQROVICH was much reprimanded for this Traetice by his 
superior, EDV(VJU>ffQ‘iIN, and may have also been reprimandef. iy the Chief 
Jhgineer, . 

ROESR? BA.UL‘1AK, l?5l5 Vndison Avenue, Cleveland was interviewed 
by SA HWID A. YflHLE and the writer on September 21, 1950. He stated he 
ovmed a 1933 black Ford coupe when employed by Tucker Inczstries and was 
in the habit of loaning the car to other employees at Tukst to use. He 
was, however, unable to recall whether he had ever loanee •aie car 'to UICKAEL 
SIDOROVICK. Ke also stated he recalled SIDOHOVICK taking advantage of the 
employees ability to leave the plant without punching out end felt It was 
possible SIDQROVICH did this at the time he was looking lar a car. 

;7ILLIAM FLEISKSR, 2823 East 12lth Street, Clexeland, advised he 
was employed at Tucker Industries at the same time MICHAS SIDQROVICH was 
employed there. FLEISHER recalled SIDQROVICH seemed''to'l3Es:~a '^eat'deal 
about photography, particularly about lens and optics, aic believed he ovmed 
a Leica camera. Concerning cars which SIDQROVICH might hs® had access to 
while at Tucker, FLEISHER stated that he (FlillSHElR) did irl own a car at 
that time; however, one ALVIli/^nCK, with whom SIDORO VICE later became 
associated in the real estate business, did have an autnmeile and might well 
have loaned it to SIDQROVICH. 

WILLIAil YflCHERT, 9OOOI4 Yfede Park avenue, Clev^d, advised 
SA \7IBLE that at the time he was employed at Tucker Indusmes he drove a 
I9I4I two door sedan but had never loaned this car to MICTSaL SIDQROVICH. 

He stated he did not know of any tine v/hen SIDQROVICH nay cave borrov/ed an 
autanobile at Tucker Industries nor did he know of any fes that SIDQROVICH 
was absent for the purpose of looking for an automobile. 

JOHN UOIR, 7518 Plainfield Avenue, Cleveland, aisased SA VINCEJJT 
R. MiPOLI that he ov/ned a 1937 blue Ford tudor sedan whilB be and MICHaEL 
SIDOROVICH v^ere employed at Tucker Industries, He was paative he had 
never loaned this automobile to SIDOROVICH. He also recSls SIDOROVICH 
advising him he wished to purchase a car sometime during tSe early part’ of 
September, 19h8 and, concerning absences from the draftiig room, he definitely 
recalled SIDOROVICH being gone for periods of at least oaE hour. 



Sn DAVID A. ViTBLE was advised by LEOIIARD SEITZ, 720 East 99th 
Street, Cleveland, that he had been employed at Tucker Industries and worked 
-with LlICHAEi-SIDOBOV.ICH-in -the-drafting-departnent. at that^-tiue» 


SEITZ could recall nothing concerning the purchase of a car by 
SIDOROVICK and does not recall SIDOROVICH mentioning anj'thing concerning 
his looking at a car or making the purchase cf a car. He stated that he 
knew of no instances of SIDOROVICH borrowing a car fron anyone at work. 

SEITZ stated, however, that it was a common practice by the Sumner of 19ii8 
for the employees in the Drafting Department to take time off from work 
to conduct their personal affairs and they did this without punching in and 
out on the time clock. He stated that, in fact, they sent one of their 
members down to the race track until two o’clock one afternoon in order to 
provide coverage on the races for members of the Drafting Department. He 
stated that ho felt that SIDOROVICH took advantage ;»f this practice as 
much as any of the other members of the department. 

Concerning SIDOROVICH’ s interest in cameras, SEITZ stated that 
he recalls SIDOROVICH said that he had a Leica camera and believes that 
SIDOROVICK may have shown him pictures taken vdth that cajiiera. SEITZ could 
provide no information concerning SIDOROVICH 's acquisition of the camera 
but believes SIDOROVICH told him that he had gotten a good buy on a camera. 
SEITZ stated that SIDOROVICH v;as v/ell versed on the subject of lenses and 
optics and that SEITZ gained the impression that SIDOROVICK knew a good 
deal about cameras and developing of film. 

SEITZ stated that he (SEITZ) did copywork of his own such as 
reproducing calendars and reproducing blue-prints. He stated that he 
talked with SIDOROVICH concerning this and they talked about the best film 
for copywork. SEITZ stated that he thought that he had shown SIDOROVICH 
some of his work. However, SEITZ could not recall of any instances in which 
SIDOROVICH indicated that he v/as doing copywork other than showing a general 
interest in the work being done by SEITZ. 

It is pointed out that driving time from the Lewis Flight 
Propulsion Laboratory to downtov/n Cleveland is approximately li5 minutes. 
Tucker Industries is located at 1800 East 2ljth Street, approximately five 
to ten minutes fron the center of the downtown section and from Tucker 
Industries to II 3 I 4 Knovdton Avenue the driving time is from twenty to thirty 
miniites. The Lewis Flight Propulsion Laboratory is on the Southwest side 
of Cleveland and Knowlton Avenue is on the East side. 
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On July 19, 1950 subject furnished JOhl.’ B. O'DONOQHUE 
his passport. There no indication subject had ever left the United 
States ^nd he advised that he had secured the passport with the intention 
of studying in England but had not found an opportunity to do soi

in the aerodynamic field. SILVERSTEIN advised he had heard, t.hrrff gh 
officials of the LFPL that PERL v;as under investigation and hadaso been 
advised in this regard by PERL. He stated that at first PEHL^to be 
investigated as a result of his request for clearance by the Atafc Ehergy 
Cornr.n.ssion, but realized that more serious charges must have bees placed 
against PERL since the investigation had been so prolonged. Ifejfeted it 
■was almost impossible for liim to believe PERL was engaged in arizing 
subversive or i^ould do anything inimical to the best interests cf the 
United States. 


y y- SILVERSTEIN did state that on one occasion he had hs=ni H ERMA N 

T<«^ST£IN, presently associated with the University of Pittsbes, state 
that in the event of a war v/ith Russia he, EPSTEIN, would not ac^rt the 
United-States. On the basis of this s-tatement, SILVERSTEIN felithat 
EPSTEIN might v/ell b^ considered a good suspect. He is also of fie belief 
that HERBERT RALPiiipASS, a former employee of NaCA, whom he bemsves to 
be presently employed at Point liuguc, California by the Departisrs of the 
Navy, to be of questionable loyalty although he could furnish ng^ng 
specific in this regard. 


SILVERSTEIN knew little of PERL’s personal life and eanlained 
this by stating that PERL was completely absorbed by his work. ^ only 
social life of which SILVEPvSTEIN had any Icnowledge was limited fcan 
occasional ^nner tlth fello'*’ employees at HACa. Kt recalled iSI's former 
wife, HETTI.^.VIDGE, and stated he had met her on a few occasic& 


SIDi'JEY M^winRiiON v/as interviewed by SAs JA’IES F. ICELLSsnd DaVID 
A. V7IELE on the evei^ng of October I 4 , 1950, at which time he f crashed the 
following information: 


> ^ He was born New Yorje City april 21, 1909, the son if tia X •- 
DAym^OROWTZ and IDA'LOCRiKSKJ^OROVrETZ, both of whom had been com in~^~ ~ 
Lithuania. His parents are both living and presently reside at S Second 
Avenue, Nev; York City. He has two brothers NORiUlUHCIRO'ijITZ who is a school 
teacher in Bronx and aT.EYA NT lRQJWORnv.T T7, who lives i'p Brooklyn azfnorks in a 
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_^^mllinery supply shop in lianhattan. He has one sister, SYLVIA'^ROVdTZ 
^^.EEZER, whose husband's name is PJLYKOiJi>>t^.EEZ£P., and both of whom reside 
_ at^the^ hoiTie_of .SIDi'EY, R'ZP.L;OH?s_parentj_. is emploj-ee

H.-vRliON attended DeVJitt Clinton High School, graduating in 1928 
and entered Nev; York University night school September 1930, majoring 
in aeronautical engineering. He graduated from New York University in 1937. 
In Hay, 1929j RJiMOK was employed by the Post Office in Nev; York, v/orking 
at branch stations at Grand Central, Station P. Hudson Terminal, and 
Hadison Square. In October, 1939> HnidiOK left the Post Office Department 
and went to work for the Bureau of Aeronautics, United States Navy, in 
Philadelphia and worked there for three weeks. He left that job after 
having received employment at Langley Field under the National Advisory 
Committee on aeronautics, commencing duty there on November 3> 1539. 

HaRiiON remained at Langley Field until February 3, 1950. He was 
transferred to Cleveland to work at the Levds Flight Propulsion Laboratory, 
NaCA, v/here he commenced working on the 7th of February, 1950. From June 
25 to August 18, 1950, HABKON attended the University of Michigan summer 
school. He is again working at the IltCA in Cleveland. 

HiiPiiOK advised that he belonged to no organizations or clubs 
while in high school, college, or during subsequent days. He stated that 
he has never been a member of the Communist Party or the YCL or any 
groups which he has believed had been dominated or controlled by the 
Coanunist Party, He stated that he was vice-president of the Hampton Local 
of the F.A.E.C.T. in approximately 19lil;. He stated that he had never 
known VilLLIAM PERL to have been a member of this union. He further advised 
that he knev; of no Communist Party members who belonged to the union. 

KrtPiaON advised that he first met tilLLlAlu PERL at Langley Field, 
but that he had not been particularly friendly or close to PERL while at 
Langley Field. He said that he did play handball with PEPJ. on several 
occasions. He steted that PERL's closest friends at^Langley Field v/ere 
probably Dr. aAlT^iTZOFF who worked withpERL; kBE^^ILVERSTEIN, presently 
at NACk Clevelaridy'and ROBERT and DORIS-^NES. HaRRON stated that ^ 
Cleveland he believed that PERL's closer friend at Nn.CA was MILTOiv<Ia,EIN.-'-''^‘* 
He stated that he knev/ of no outside contacts PERL may have had at Langley 
Fi(^d, but stated that in Cleveland, PERL had a number of girl friends,! * 
including one EI^Ip^BLU^dE^^TKAL, whom. PERL was dating immediately prior to 
HfiRMON's going to'T2i^kigan in" June, i950. He stated that he believed that 
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EDITK_ ELRaiTKAL lives cn Overlook Road in Cleveland and nay te a school 
teacher. He further advised that PERL had been quite friendly a girl 
. — naucdr^THL££K',_.v.ho-v,'ork£d^at--KACn., lut_v;ho ^has^left _ther,e^to attend school,. _ 
studying on a L'aster's Degree in liathenatics. 

HrvRIdOK’ stated that K.'iTKLES.'v was a conputer while at H=2A. He 
stated that he did not know whether she v;as a Cleveland girl cr tasre she 
is attending school. HrJliiOW stated that PERL’s most recent girl Sdeld 
was a girl from Nashville, Tennessee, who v;as attending summer sdsool in 
Cleveland (GLZIiDOliijBEirrETT). 

KAR].iON stated that PERL used his apartment while he, iiSQif, 
was attending summer school at the University of Michigan, PEEL fSTing the 
&Li5*00 rent for the apartment in HivPliON's absence. REPUGN said cat 
PERL learned about the vacancy in the apartment from MILTON KISS,, :d ito had 
been advised of the fact by Rdd-ION. 

HARMON stated that the lenses which he maintained in ssiatity 
in his. apartment, had been utilized by him in an effort to carrel his 
eyesight since he adhered to the Bates Theory of muscular correciion of the 
eye. iie stated that the various lenses were utilized to strengtsn the 
muscles of the eye. 

RJIMON admdtted that he had been a reader of ”IN stating 

that up until the last year he had read it quite consistently. Cmcerning 
his own viev/s, he stated that he did not believe that everything that 
Russia did v/as perfect; that he saw faults in this country and in Russia. 

He stated that he did not believe that the present rearmament cy this 
country v/as justified and thought that it was an undesirable ^end. He 
stated xhat at times he would argue in favor of the Soviet Union if a 
person were arguing for the United States, stating that he did tins because 
he was argur:ientative. 

HrJMiON stated that in May, 1950, PERL mentioned to feta that he 
was being investigated in connection with disloyalty charges becacse of 
association v.lth tv/o classmates. HARMON stated that he believed SRL told 
him this because PERL knew that he, HrJtffiN, had also been investigated under 
disloyalty charges. HoRMON stated thay he v;as not sure of the rzmes of tl^ 
cla^mates, but v/hen the names of ALFRED Si'R/vNT iets mentioned, 

he stated that he believed those were^the names that PERL trdd Mu-. 

R'iRMON stated that it was necessary for PERL to get aJSdavits 
concerning his loyalty from the various people in the Laboratsay an connection 
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Kith the loyalty hearing and that he believed "Sis vias another reason v/hy 
PERL nentioned the investigation to hin. HfvRi2I»as vague concerning v;hen 
..and v.'her.e_and_to_'f.'hat_degree._?ERL_had_&dviscd. i^_of inve_stigaticn_b^r the 
FBI during the course of the sunner. At first, SdiuOK stated that PERL 
told hin v;hen he returned to Cleveland on August 20, 1950 that he, PERL, 
v/as being follo’.ved. Later, HaRliON stated that SHL told hir. about being 
foUo'.ved v;hen he, HnJlLlON, first cane back frcssAsi Arbor the first part 
of August for a v/eekend visit. 

After some questioning, HAPliOI'i state! that PERL on this occasion 
probably advised him that investigation by the ESI had something to do with 
his former classmates in Kew York, but that he believed tliat PEFIL told hin 
this only after he, had asked him if tfe investigation concerned 

his classmates. HrtRliON stated that PERL never cent into any more, detail 
as to the nature of the investigation and that Se, H;JdiI0N, was satisfied 
as to PLRL's character and loyalty and did not deoand an explanation. He 
stated that tMs was true even though Special i^t.DATID A, ’tJIHLE and the 
writer had asked his permission to take type^v^isa* specimens fi*om his 
typewriter. ^ 

KAPJ^N further advised that he had lEver kncr.*.'n PEPJ, to do anything- 
which would make HARiiON doubt PERL's loyalty to this country. He stated that 
he considered PERL to be an outstanding young zsa as far as character, 
integrity' and honesty were concerned. He stated that PERL did not commit ^ 
himself on political natters and that PERL's main interests were in science 
and women.

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1950, observed l^CHAEL SIDOROVICH in person on August I6, 1950^ asi stated 
he looked like an individual v.’ho came to her door asking for WILlSalKRL 
sometime ts'.vard the end of June or the beginning of July, 1950. Safsss 
unabl'e''to~ make~a^posi'tive'^identifrcatlon~and-^recalied-that-the-marrBking - — 
for PERL had v;orn a Panama hat -with dark bard and a cocoa brown siniJET 
suit. 


On August 21, 1950, SIDOROVICH voluntarily displaj^ 
the Summer suits of her husband, lilCHAEL, to SA DAVID A. IITEBLE and -32 
writer and it was noted that one of these suits v;as a dark brown feirfjal 
worsted suit.

At Cole Motors, 6510 Euclid, Cleveland, Ohio, the chief 
distributor of Studebakers in the City of Cleveland, SA BEATTIE ] rested a 
file for WILLIiili PERL, 1257 Brockley. Repair Order No. 9339 dated 
September 11, 191(8 (the day after the purchase of the car), reflei^ 
that PERL's car, a 19iIL Champion, License No. 55702, was repaired tD the 
extent of the installation of a throttle linkage mount and soderi^a 
leak in the' tank spout. There was no indication as to how the car ctdb 
into the garage nor was there a statement as to who called for tie ear 
at the conclusion of the repairs. 

AL LEVEC, who made out Repair Order 9339, and ROBERT who 

performed the repairs, advised that they had no recollection of taaisaner in 
which the car arrived at the garage nor of the person who took its^. 

LEVEC advised that ordinarily if a car is towed in for repairs a Essation 
is made to that effect j however, no such notation appeared on Rei^lr Order 
9339. . 

I Repair Orders II4I4O3 (September 2, 191(9), l65h0 and l6$2j indicate 

thai PERL has continued to obtain seinrlce for his car at Cole Molus. In 
connect!©:;! with Repair Order II1I1O3 it was noted that on September 2, 19ii9, 

PERL gave his address as lliliOl Grama tan, telephone TH 3liUi(. It les Been 
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deterraned that •ne FABIC^^vQ^SCHl'JED resided at the above address on 
September 2, 19h9‘ Repair Order II4I1O3 indicated that PERL had been tcv.ed 
in from Triskett and Lorain Roads and that his license number at the time 
was BT-655T'“ndthing isf^'interest v;as“noted~in cccaection'with 'the other two 
Repair Orders but an address already known, 16312 Larchivocd. 

In view of the fact that PERL has apoerently dealt rather frequently 
with Cole Motors, photographs of PERL and SIDOROECH were exhibited to the 
foUcr/zing individuals, none ef whom could make a definite identification:

He described SIDOROVICH as areal estate salesman who 
was desirous of purchasing a tudor Champion co’^ in February or March 
of 1950, PfHJ FLEISCHMAN, the General Manager, *zs a definite recollection 
of PERL and described him as a “tall, lanky" in£,vidual but made' no 
identification of SIDOROVICH.

Ho’.vcver, a review of the material givsn 
by BEi'Jr.’ZTT reflects that she must have errored on the date of her initial 
meeting with PZP.L and that she must have met PERL on July 2nd rather than 
on July 9th as indicated. The probable correct date has been inserted 
parenthetically where it varies with the date given by BEi\'I>fETT in the 
remainder of this memorandum. Should BE-jaETT be reinterviewedj it is re- 
commended that she be questioned regarding the discrepancy of dates.) 

EEi'l'iETT and PEP.L met thjrough a picnic arranged by one of the 
school cooperative associations located at 2021 Cornell Road, Cleveland, 

Ohio held July 9 (2), 1950 at Virginia Kendall Park, akron, Ohio. PiSL was 
invited to attend the picnic by.i:ILT0^5 HEIN (employee of I<ACA), 
met PEPi approximately 1:30 P.m. that 'afternoon. They returned to Clevelaad 
together, having dinner at a Chinese restaurant in dov.-nto^n develanc, and 
PERL took BEI\‘;'iETT home at approximately .11:00 P.ll.

UniT^rsity of Chattanooga. BEiEvETT has attended s s ne r school at Western 
ReseWe University during the summers of 19i48 and i^, as well as this summer. 
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BEiliETT furnished the follov;ing background information she 
gathered from F£RL during the course of their conversation. It should be 
noWd_that he_J:as_neyer _told her much about .himself.; _that_their_conver.sations 
have never embraced politics and that she has never questioned his past life. 

PERL has told her that he is of Jevdsh descent and that he has 
lived in KeSv York. Ke told her that he has one brother ana sisters (number 
not noted). His ambition is to become a teacher at Coltnida University, He 
told her that he was a reservist, branch of service not noted, during the 
past war. 

According to BEHi3IT, last night (July 27, 1950), PxPJi stated 
that the FBI would probably coce to see her and ask her questions. PERL 
stated that some friends of his had done something t]jat iisr FBI was interested 
in concerning Communisra. He- told her that the FBI had talked to him last 
Tuesday (July 25, 1950). 3ILviE?T stated that she did not question PERL as 
to why the FBI should be interested in him and that is all ho told her. 

BEIIiETT has con^leted the first term of the suaaer school course 
and will begin the second terra on Tuesday, august 1, 1950. Beginning 
Tuesday, she v/ill be in class from 9 to 12:30 and fron 1:30 to lj:00 P.H. She 
stated that when she was not in class, she spent the isajority of her time 
at the Th7dng Library located on Euclid .Avenue, across free the Garfield 
House in the vicinity of Cornell Avenue. 

BHINETT was asked v/hen her next date was to be with PERL and 
stated tonight (July 23, 1950). She then said •’I might as well tell you 
the rest of it" and advised that she and PERL are driving to New York tonight, 
leaving her home at approximately 6:00 P.Ii. and that they «ill return sometime 
Monday night, august 31, 1950. 

Concerning the trip, EEi'HiETT said "they were net going for ^vhat 
everybody thougtjt they v^ere*’, but that originally a groiq) cf her friends 
had planned to go to New York and tliat they had all, cne by one, decided against 
doing so. She said that PERL repeatedly asked her to go to Nov; York and she 
agreed that she would. She is of the opinion that PERL's only reason for 
going to Nev; York is to take her.

in support of PERL. She was observed on several eccarions to enter his 
apartment at a late hour and remain for several fears at a time with the- 
lights both on and off.
